Migrant Children 
Education Topic At 
Woman’s Club 


Educational facilities for mig- 
rant children were received by the 
‘Rev. Shirley Greene of Washing- 
ton, D. C., guest speaker at the, 
Armistice Day luncheon meeting to` 
of the Pahokee Woman’s Club. 

The speaker, who is. chairman of 
the National Council on Agricul- 
tural Life and Labor, gave some 
of the highlights of a summary of 
field research findings compiled in 
a recent survey of four migrant 
centers in Florida, Virginia, Texas 
and Ilinois. 

The Florida survey was centered 
in the Glades area of Palm Beach 
County, home of thousands of 
Negro farm laborers and White 
packing house workers through 
the fall, winter and spring farm- 
ing season. The survey in the 
Glades area included the examina- 
tion of scholastic records of 1,119 
migrant school children, the in-

education ages of 7 to 17 years do 
enroll in public schools, the over- 
all average enrollment, including 
both Negro and White children, 
being close to 90 percent in the 
Glades. 

In the schoo] attendance phase 
of the survey the Rev. Greene said 
there was scarcely any problem in 
the White group which averaged 
8Y percent in attendance and both 
the enrollment and attendance of 
Negro school children have im- 
proved considerably since the Palm 
Beach County Board of Public In- 
struction began three years ago 
the employment of a full-time 
Negro school attendance officer. 

The survey also showed the 

Negro group of migrant children, 
because they are in a majority, 
create 'a much more serious prob- 
lem of teacher loads in Glades 
public schools than do the White 
group. 
“In. special testing. programs 
supervised by Dr. H. A. Curtis, 
professor of education at Florida 
State University, in Glades schools 
at the level of 5th and 8th grades 
during the survey, it was found 
the migrant pupils do not pull 
down the scholastic level of Glades 
public schools.

said, is that they seldom have the 
opportunity to complete a full 
school year, averaging only ap- 
proximately 30 weeks of schooling 
a year because of the time requir- 
ed for migrant families to move 
from one employment center to 
another. Conditions in the Glades 
as a whole were better than in the 
other areas studied in the survey 
because the residence of migrant 
families extend over a longer per- 
iod of time in the Glades than in 
most of the othe? areas studied 
and public schools are in session 
through the entire period. 

Among the recommendations 
made by the speaker in concluding 
his talk: That the State Depart- 
ment of Education employ special- 
ists in migrant education to work 
in the migrant centers of the 
State, that a study be made to de- 
termine the merits of special 
schools for migrant children, and
